As many great circus names retired from their 
specialties, they came lo Peru lo settle.

again; this time, however, it is (he children and grandchildren 
before the crowds. 


Learning the routines of the circus is a delight to these children, 


be it high-flying trape/.e work or becoming a clown with a brand- 
new face. Under guidance of the old-timers, who watch their 
proteges perform in a way once their own, the children work out 
year-round in barns, stores or the high-school gymnasium. 


Every summer since H)(>0, when a community movement re- 


turned circus life to the northern-central Indiana community just 
off Highway 31, parents and children have prepared for their 
annual four-day circus, held usually toward the end of July. 


Some 350 residents involve themselves in the workings of the 


show, from performance and publicity to raising the rigging and 
cleaning up when it's all over. These efforts bring some 100,000 
visitors and circus buffs to the event. 


The profits go into a Circus Festival Fund, which is used to buy 


permanent buildings for an additional museum, improved rigging 
equipment, more bleachers and additional advertising and pub- 
licity for the event. 


Each year the circus grows larger. The city is working to con- 


struct a permanent Big Top in a downtown lumberyard and ad- 
ditional plans will send a troupe "on the road" to fulfill requests for 
appearances from other communities. 


For now, though, the four-day show creates a "circus city" 


within the community that presents the summer show at Peru, 
Indiana.

The association 
has urged immediate medical and psychiatric treatment plus 
social rehabilitation services for chronic users who are 
psychologically dependent upon the drug. What are we doing 
about the pusher criminals who are supplying the nation?

said that spaces b e t w e e n 
front teeth are not necessar- 
ily unattractive. In fact, one 
of the prettiest girls I know, 
my mother, has a space be- 
tween her front teeth. 


Yet in some faces a dias- 


tema, as it is called, can be a 
cosmetic liability. It seems to 
particularly accentuate long 
noses and broad faces. 


I once overheard a girl with 
.a diastema referred to as, 
"... That girl with a space 
between her front teeth big 
e n o u g h to drive a truck 
through." 


For those adult mouths in 


which a diastema is abnor- 
mal or unnatural-looking in 
relation to other facial con- 
formations, or when it dis- 
turbs speech as well as the 
cosmetic psyche, then some- 
thing should be done about 
•'getting rid of it." 


What can be done? Ortho- 


dontic braces are usually the 
treatment of choice. This may 
also involve minor surgery to 
remove the tiny, but tough, 
ligament that s o m e t i m e s 
causes diastema by growing 
down between the front teeth. 


After braces, 
maintaining 


teeth in their acquired posi- 
tion in the jaw can be a con- 
tinuing problem. 
Sometimes 


removable plastic and wire 
splints must be worn at night. 
In some cases,1 it's possible 
to "fix" the teeth with a per-

manent gold splint that's fash- 
ioned to fit behind the teeth 
so it doesn't show. 


It's true that this treatment 


can become rather expensive. 
And yet, alternative treat- 
ments are often not as cos- 
metically pleasing. 


What, then, are the alterna- 


tives? First and simplest is 
no treatment. Just don't allow 
the diastema to become the 
bane of your existence. In- 
stead, accentuate other more 
attractive features of your 
face. 


The second simplest treat- 


ment is to cap the two front 
teeth with crowns that are 
somewhat 
larger than the 


natural teeth. This can be an 
ideal means of erasing a nar- 
row diastema but looks hor- 
rible when the new teeth are 
made too artificially wide.

6 Cong Units 
Converging 
on Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - Intelligence 


reports say six enemy divisions 
are poised to nit saigon next 
week and Viet Cong suicide 
squads are pouring Into the cap- 
ital for the massive offensive. 


A highly placed Vietnamese 


source said 1,000 enemy troops 
already were inside the capital 
despite Identity checks and al- 
lied sweeps around the city. 
They are believed to be terror- 
ists, demolition experts and 
commandos. 
. Military spokesmen believe 
the enemy will attack Saigon 
before Friday, anniversary of 
the 1954 Geneva agreements 
that partitioned Vietnam. Mon- 
day often is mentioned as a like- 
ly day for the assault. 


Reports 
Indicate the Viet 


Cong will be backed up by artil- 
lery, 122mm and 140mm rockets 
and possibly some new type of 
artillery. The 140mm-rockets 
are more powerful but less 
accurate than the rockets pre- 
viously used against Saigon, and 
are expected to cause signifi- 
cant civilian casualties in any 
mass barrage intended for mili- 
tary targets. 


The expected attack—which 


would be the third on the city— 
also Is expected to be the fierc- 
est and most destructive of the 
war. Sources said the enemy is 
prepared to suffer massive cas- 
ualties in trying to demonstrate 
that the allies cannot defend 
their own capital and to put 
overwhelming pressure on the 
United States at the Paris peace 
talks. 


Enemy units are under in- 


*.structions < to destroy the city's 
power system, wipe out military 
and civilian communications, 
and smash Saigon's big Tan So 
Nhut air base and the large air- 
field and military complex at 
Bien Hoa, 25 miles northeast, 
the sources said. 


One captured enemy docu- 


ment spoke of setting up an 
armed governing authority in 
parts of the city. 


Reports indicate the enemy 


has 11,000 men within easy 
striking distance of Saigon, with 
perhaps 10,000 more spread far- 
ther out around the capital. 


More than two divisions of 


American 
and 
Vietnamese 


troops have been assigned to 
protect the city and suburbs, 
and six more U.S. and South 
Vietnamese divisions are de- 
ployed farther afield, 


However, some U.S. officers 


estimated it would take nine di- 
visions dug in around the city to 
seal it off. That many troops are 
not available, even though rein- 
forcements are reported on the 
way.
